In order to perform security control on data flows exchanged between a communication 
module and a communication network during communication sessions organized per 
communication session contexts, one establishes a communication session with a remote 
correspondent, activates a corresponding communication session context, and controls, within 
the established session, the data flows exchanged per the activated communication session 
context, in connection with at least one parameter attached to such context.

To perform security control for data flows exchanged between a communication module 
and a communication network in communication sessions organized in accordance with 
communication session contexts, a communication session is established with a remote unit, a 
corresponding communication session context is activated, and the data flows exchanged in 
accordance with the activated communication session context are controlled, within the 
established session, with respect to at least one parameter related to said context. 
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
